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DECLARATION UNDER RULE 132 
I, THOMAS D. JOHNSON, do hereby declare and say: 
My residence address is Buffalo, South Dakota. 
I am the inventor of the subject application. 

The specific strain designated as TJIOOO or IBE has been deposited under the Budapest Treaty 
with the ATCC and all restrictions imposed by the depositor on the availability to the public of 
the deposited material will be irrevocably removed upon the granting of a patent. Enclosed with 
this declaration is a copy of a letter dated May 9, 2002 from the American Type Culture 
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Collection (ATCC) indicating that the microorganism designated as TJ 1000 or IBE (ATCC 
BAA-390) in the claims was in fact deposited with the ATCC with accession number ATCC 
BAA-390. 

Preferred embodiments of the claimed invention comprise combining of a Trichodema virens 
fijngi and a BaciUus amyloHqvfffaciens bacteria and placing this combination on a seed or in the 
vicinity of the seed or seedling. A routineer would understand that other correct 
names/designations for the specific isolates/strains involved are: T. virens isolate Gl-3 and 
subiilis var. amyloliquifaciem strain TJ 1000. A routineer would also understand that the names 
Trichoderma viretts and Gliocladium virens are synonymous. To confirm that Trichoderma 
virens Gl-3 is a true Gliocladium, the ATCC listing of this organism under ATCC Accession No. 
58678 confirms its prior classification as a Gliocladium virens. The ATCC site lists the claimed 
isolate (58678) as G13 instead of Gl-3.
